Just a few of the students responsible for the 
increased enrollment in the fall 1989 
semester. 


Broome Community College has seen 
a reverse in an enrollment trend that 
has persisted since 1983. For the first time 
in five years, BCC has witnessed an 
increase in enrollment according to 
preliminary data compiled during the 
second week of classes. 

Compared to the same point in time 
during the Fall of 1988 semester, 
enrollment is up 8% this year. There are 
6,348 students enrolled in credit courses. 
This compares to 5,878 students enrolled 
in 1988. In addition, FTEs (Full Time 
Equivalent students the figure used to 
calculate New York State Aid roughly 
arrived at by dividing each academic 
semester's total credit hours by 15) are 
up 8% from 4,129 FTEs in 1988 to 4,459 
FTEs in 1989. 

Although all four academic divisions 
at BCC have seen an increase or re- 
mained constant, the most dramatic 
increase was experienced in the Health 
Sciences with enrollment up 47%. This 
was followed by Liberal and General 
Studies, up 17%; Technology, Engine- 
ering and Computing, up 4%; and the 
Business and Office Technologies 
Division remained the same. 

Some aspects of enrollment at BCC 
remain unchanged, For example, full- 
time and part-time student comparisons 
stayed approximately 55% full time and 
45% part time. In addition, the com- 
parison of men and women varied 
slightly from 1988 figures. Men make up 
43.6% of the student body and women 
represent 56.4%, 

Reasons for the increased enrollment 
are speculative at this time but BCC 
President Donald A. Dellow has cited 
several possibilities. 


Caps placed on admissions at SUNY 
four-year campuses may have resulted 
in more local students choosing to start 
their college education at BCC, plan- 
ning to transfer to other State campuses 
later. 

Amore aggressive recruiting effort by 
the BCC Admissions office along with 
on-campus events like career day, 
which has brought over 2,000 high 
school juniors and seniors to BCC, has 
helped students see the value of a BCC 
degree. 


BCC Department chairs are actively 
involved in recruitment. Many chair- 
people make themselves available for 
presentations throughout the com- 
munity including high school classes in 
related subjects. 

The College has also made a greater 
commitment to marketing in recent 
years using media more effectively to 
reach potential students. This com- 
mitment to marketing has culminated 
with the recent creation of a new 


development at the College headed by 
a vice president for institutional 
advancement. This coordinated effort 
will help ensure that this new trend of 
increased enrollment will continue. 
Finally, outside events have an effect 
on enrollment. For example, national 
attention to the nursing shortage in 
hospitals and health care facilities has 
apparently influenced enrollment. The 
BCC Nursing Department had to in- 
crease its cap on admissions to 


‘accommodate students who wanted to 


study in the program.

BCC Receives One Million Dollar 
Leadership Grant From Dr. G. Clifford 
and Florence B. Decker Foundation 
To Build Health Science Center 
on Campus 


At a joint press conference held 
Thursday, December 14, Broome Com- 
munity College and the Dr. G. Clifford 
and Florence B. Decker Foundation 
announced a $1 million dollar leader- 
ship grant from the Foundation to 
support the establishment of a Health 
Science Center on the BCC Campus. 

The project will take an existing 12,000 
sq. feet of the 901 Front Street Building, 
renovate the space, and add to it 
approximately 35,000 sq. feet of new 
space. The facility will allow for 
expansion of programs and for the 
efficiency of shared classrooms, lab- 
oratories, office support staff and 
equipment. 

This new Health Science Center will 
also allow the College to consolidate 
and expand health science programs 
under one roof. Currently, the seven 
BCC health science programs dental 
hygiene, medical assisting, radiologic 
technology, physical therapy assistant, 
nursing, medical laboratory tech- 
nology, and medical record technology 
are scattered throughout five different 
buildings on campus. 

A 1989 report of the New York State 
Labor-Health Industry Task Force on 
Health Personnel showed that six of the 
health science professions taught at 
BCC rank in the top 18 health occupa- 
tions for projected employment in New 
York State to the year 2000. In addition, 
the August 1989 NY State Labor Market 
Assessment report for the Binghamton 
area indicates that Dental Hygienists, 
Physical Therapists and Medical Assist- 
ants are among the top nineteen fastest 
growing occupations in the Southern 
Tier. 

This new health science center will 
provide BCC with the facility necessary 
to meet the growing need for health 
care professionals locally, regionally, 
and statewide. 
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BCC Nursing students will be among the 
people who benefit from the new Decker 
Health Science Center. 


“This grant from the Decker Founda- 
tion is the largest the College has 
received from the private sector and 
demonstrates the community's faith in 
BCC and the important role we play in 
the life of Broome County,” said Dr. 
Donald A. Dellow, BCC President. 

“On behalf of the trustees, faculty and 
staff of BCC and especially on behalf of 
future health science students, I want to 
thank the Dr. G. Clifford and Florence B. 
Decker Foundation for their generous 
support. Iam confident that this leader- 
ship grant will make the task of seeking 
State and County approval for the pro- 
ject successful,” he added. 

The grant will be provided to the 
college in installments through 
November 1994 as the project proceeds 
toward completion. 


BCC and IBM Announce CIM Grant 


At a joint press conference held 
Tuesday, November 21, 1989, Broome 
Community College and IBM an- 
nounced a grant of computer hardware 
and software designed to take BCC into 
the next decade with state-of-the-art 
Computer Integrated Manufacturing 
educational tools. 

IBM is giving Broome Community 
College $250,000 in CIM distributed 
manufacturing applications using 
workstation hardware and VM sotft- 
ware. BCC is one of 57 colleges and

International Touch 
to Campus 


Geographically, Laos is about 8,150 
miles away from Broome community 
College. Culturally, it is one the other 
side of earth. Psychologically, it’s along, 
long way to travel. So with the journey of 
Phout Charernsouk was a trek of many 
miles with many obstacles to overcome. 
But for a man with determination and 
perseverance, it was da journey worth 
taking, At the end is a better life for him 
and his family. 

In Laos, Phout served as an officer 
during the U. S. conflict in Vietnam. 
During an attack on his military base, he 
was wounded losing the use of one arm. 
Later, Phout sponsored by the American 
Civic Association, came to the United 
States as a political refugee. 

Although Phout attended college in 
Laos between 1958-61, he did not study 
English. Upon settling in the Southern 
Tier of New York State, he immediately 
began his language studies at the local 
BOCES. He enrolled at Broome Com- 
munity College in the Spring of 1988. 
Phout is currently honing his English 
language skills while studying toward 
an associates degree in data processing, 

Fred Mellert is Phout’s ESL teacher. “I 
met Phout for the first time in our 
introductory ESL courses. Immediately, I 
was aware of his desire to learn, his 
keen sense of humor and his positive 
outlook on life. Now, after 3 semesters, 
none of these qualities have changed, 
but his ability to communicate in English 
has progressed to such a level that he is 
able to take any course necessary for his 
major. It’s exciting for a teacher to watch 
someone with little knowledge of English 
progress to near native fluency,” 
comments Professor Mellert. 

Phout is assisted on campus by the 
PACE program (Public Assistance 
Comprehensive Employment) and PACE 
Program Director Barbara Kane-Lewis 
has followed his academic career. “He 
is a highly motivated student and in his 
three semesters at BCC has earned a 
GPA of 3.0 or better.” 

At 48, Phout is a representative of the 
non-traditional student currently swel- 
ling the ranks of community college 
populations. But he is more than a non- 
traditional student statistic. He is also a 
very real representative of the many 
new Americans who will make import- 
ant contributions to our future. What 
better place to start than a community 
college — democracy’s colleges. 

Here is ad man with some very basic 
goals for his life: master English, become 
an American citizen, graduate college, 
work as a computer operator or junior 
programmer, and provide for his wife 
and their four children. 


Helping Phut internationalize the BCC 
Campus are 116 students from 40 
different countries. In addition to 
students here on visas, there are 
approximately 55 permanent residents 
or refugees studying at BCC whose first 
language is not English. 

Students find their way to BCC from 
such places as Belize, El Salvador, 
Ethiopia, Greece, India, Japan, Kuwait, 
Malaysia, Nigeria, Pakistan, Poland, Sri 
Lanka, Turkey, and the West Indies. 


Many of these students take the skills 
learned at BCC and the memories of life 
in the southern tier back to their 
homelands and make important con- 
tributions to the quality of life there. 
Others go on to four-year colleges and 
universities to further their studies before 
returning home. Still, others plan to 
make their contribution right here in 
their adopted home — America.

universities selected by IBM nationwide 
as part of the CIM in Higher Education 
Program, which will be dedicated to 
promoting a greater understanding 
and use of CIM tools and technologies. 

Several years ago, BCC received from 
IBM a 4381 and related computer- 
graphics equipment for training IBM 
employees and instructing students. This 
CIM grant is a continuation of IBM's 
partnerships with colleges. Each of the 
57 Colleges will have CIM applications 
specific to their geographic location's 
industrial needs. Customers will be able 
to receive CIM training at these locations. 
Additionally, because this is a nation- 
wide program, these colleges will be 
turning out graduates already trained 
for that location’s industrial needs, 
helping to make U. S. industry more 
competitive. 

BCC will begin offering CIM courses in 
January, 1990. IBM Endicott will work 
with college officials to develop a 
curriculum to meet the area's future 
industrial needs, 

CIM (computer integrated manu- 
facturing), is the process by which 
manufacturers link, by computer, 
departments such as design and 
engineering to marketing and business 
planning, 

“We are here to announce that we 
join IBM as an educational partner in 


the Computer Integrated Manufacturing 
Alliance,” said Dr. Donald Dellow, BCC 
President. “With this alliance, IBM and 
BCC continue a history of working 
together to allow BCC to have equip- 
ment and software resources that would 
otherwise be out of our reach financial- 
ly. With this computer equipment and 
software, BCC will develop demonstra- 
tions in CIM, integrate CIM concepts into 
more of our coursework and generally 
serve as a developing resource in this 
area for local businesses and industries,” 
he added. 

Also on hand at the joint announce- 
ment was Broome County Executive 
Timothy Grippen who said, “The key- 
stone of our efforts to provide the 
education need for young people is 
here at our Community College. BCC 
has been and will remain the 
foundation of higher education for 
Broome County's business and industry. 
We also recognize that we cannot fulfill 
this mission alone. We need the co- 
operation of local business and industry 
to help us supply students with the tools 
they need for training. In selecting BCC 
for this generous donation of equip- 
ment, IBM has made a tremendous 
investment in our college and in our 
future.”
